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Public Bank Fight Heads to State 
Legislature 


A state bill could allow cities like San Francisco to launch their own bank — and big banks are already protesting.

The Board of Supervisors has 
made it loud and clear with a unani- 
mously co-sponsored resolution: San 
Francisco needs its own bank. In Feb- 
ruary, the Board sought a state-ap- 
proved public bank charter to take the 
city’s $11 billion budget out of the 
hands of Wall Street, and put it into 
the hands of the people. 

Now, it appears those calls — 
first urged by activists — have been 
answered. Assemblymember David 
Chiu, a former supervisor who 
represents part of San Francisco, 
introduced state legislation on Mon- 
day allowing local governments to 
seek a needed charter to create their 
own banking systems. Though Chiu 
hinted at a tough legislative fight, 
Assembly Bill 857 is a notable step 
forward for a movement rooted in 
distrust of big banks, which were 
unequivocally responsible for the 
2007-08 financial crisis that led to 
the Great Recession. 

“We can’t make significant prog- 
ress on addressing the challenges 
and crises of the day if we don’t do 
something significant around the 
banking industry,” Chiu tells SF 
Weekly. “The public money needs to 
be used for the public good.” 

Wall Street banks are known 
to dole out high-interest loans to 
low-income people, while investing 
money in things like private prisons 
and oil pipelines. If given its own 
bank, San Francisco could instead 
invest in affordable housing, small 
businesses, and renewable energy — 
all critical issues the city is grappling 
with. The publicly operated Bank 
of North Dakota, created in 1919, 
provides a solid model. Grassroots 
efforts to establish public banks 
similar to San Francisco’s proposal 
already exist in Santa Rosa, San 
Jose, San Diego, the East Bay, Santa 
Barbara, Los Angeles, and even Or- 
ange County. 

“These issues don’t arise in a 
vacuum. There is a structure of 
capital and politics and conscious 
decision-making by people in power 
behind there,” Jackie Fielder, a San 
Francisco Public Bank Coalition lead- 
er, said of the high cost of living and 


climate disasters. With elected offi- 
cials standing behind her at a press 
conference on Monday, she added, 
“Today, we tell Wall Street we have 
no more time in California.” 

The California Public Banking Al- 
liance took model legislation to state 
representatives until Chiu — and 
Los Angeles Assemblymember Mi- 
guel Santiago — picked up AB 857, 
with another nudge from Supervisor 
Shamann Walton. But Chiu says he 
faced resistance to the idea well be- 
fore he introduced the bill on Mon- 
day, and expects more to come. 

“We know this is not going to be 
an easy fight,” he says. 

After the Board of Supervisors 
passed the resolution supporting a 
state charter, the California Bankers 
Association sent a letter calling a 
public bank “unnecessary given the 
numerous choices in the financial 
services marketplace.” The group 
also touted its “significant philan- 
thropic financial donations” to non- 
profits and said it was unconvinced 
a San Francisco public bank could 
contribute the same level of commit- 
ment as its current banks. 

Chiu emphasized that AB 857, 
which fellow San Francisco represen- 
tatives state Sen. Scott Wiener and 
Assemblymember Phil Ting intend 
to co-author, would not establish a 
public bank but merely set up the 
process, and that it would encourage 
partnerships with community banks 
and credit unions should a city like 
San Francisco launch one. He also 
emphasized that a public bank would 
be set up to ensure financial feasi- 
bility and responsibility where the 
California Bankers Association cast 
doubt. 

“Over time, I’ve realized how 
many public-policy challenges I work 
on that are directly or indirectly a 
result of the failure of Wall Street 
banks to do what we need them to 
do,” Chiu says. “This conversation 
has to happen in California.” 

Support for a public bank has 
come a long way. Former Supervisor 
John Avalos first asked for a City 
Hall report on the issue in 2011, but 
the next step lacked support until 
then-Supervisor Malia Cohen estab- 
lished a task force in 2017. Now that 
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the final report borne out of those 
task force meetings is nearly com- 
plete, supervisors — now led by San- 
dra Lee Fewer on this issue — will 
have to decide how far to take the 
idea. The Board’s resolution from 
February made a point of saying 
that it doesn’t commit San Francisco 
to a specific kind of public bank, 
which has been the subject of debate 
among activists and the 16 task 
force members. And, how exactly it 
should be operated will be rife with 
controversy. 

The Treasurer Office’s first draft 
report landed in September, and 
was criticized for offering versions 
of a public bank that diluted the 
grand vision. One was a wholesale 
bank that issues real estate, small 
business, and student loans, while 
another expands small-business 
loans and small-dollar consumer 
loans. A third would secure funds 
to become a commercial lender that 
wouldn't take cash deposits, anda

final, hybrid option transitions from 
a commercial-lending program toa 
bank after six years. 

At the task force’s final meeting 
in January, the draft report was 
significantly revised to encompass 
three banking models that either ex- 
clusively invests, exclusively divests 
from US Bank and Bank of America, 
or does both. Sushil Jacobs, a task 
force member and senior attorney 
for the Lawyers’ Committee for Civ- 
il Rights of the San Francisco Bay 
Area, thinks it’s important to priori- 
tize investment in loans, so everyday 
people feel the immediate impacts. 

“Public banking is one way we can 
restore economic power to our com- 
munities,” says Jacobs, who is also 
part of the California Public Banking 
Alliance. “It is time to end our city’s 
reliance on predatory Wall Street 
banks and start building an equita- 
ble and inclusive Bay Area economy 
for the many, not the few.” 

San Francisco may see a ballot 
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Public bank supporters 
sit on the steps of the 
Old Mint on Fifth and 
Mission streets on 
Monday, March 11. 
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measure on public banks as soon 

as November, but proponents will 
likely be taking notes from Los 
Angeles. Only 42 percent of voters 
down south approved the creation of 
a public bank in the 2018 midterm 
election, though organizers said they 
had little time to properly inform 
people on a complex issue. The San 
Francisco Public Bank Coalition, on 
the other hand, has spread the idea 
onward with several events to build 
support and have elected officials 
urging the rest to think big. 

“If anyone can get it done, it’s the 
city of San Francisco,” says Cohen. 
“We have to be courageous and we 
have to be smart and thoughtful 
about what we're proposing. We’re 
really onto something.”

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Community Input and Data Guides $.F’ 
New Health Director

It’s been two weeks since Grant 
Colfax stepped into the position of direc- 
tor for San Francisco’s Department of 
Public Health — and he has no small 
task ahead of him. The city has long 
prided itself on being at the forefront of 
innovative healthcare, be it taking on 
AIDS in the 1980s with compassion and 
progressive treatments, or becoming the 
first city in the nation to open safe-con- 
sumption sites (that is, before for- 
mer-Governor Jerry Brown vetoed the 
plan). 

But guiding the Department of 
Public Health through its contem- 
porary crises — which range from 
traffic-related fatalities to overdoses 
on city streets — takes a specific kind 
of bravery and willingness to negotiate 
with politicians and city residents, 
things few people possess. 

Barbara Garcia, it could be said, did 
have those qualities. Although anyone 
who leads a city department for eight 
years will never escape without criti- 
cism, Garcia managed to walk the line 
between advocating for controversial 
new programs like the street-based bu- 
prenorphine prescriptions, and public- 
ly committing to whatever agenda the 
mayor was currently pushing forward. 
She also had years of experience with 
San Francisco’s Department of Public 
Health, and back in the 1990s was the 
director of a rural health clinic that 
served farm workers and their families. 

In contrast, Colfax has a very dif- 
ferent background. He trained in the 
internal-medicine program at what is 
now Zuckerberg San Francisco General 
Hospital, working in Ward 5A, which 
famously treated gay men at the height 
of the AIDS crisis. When he graduat- 
ed, he became an HIV researcher at 
the department he now leads, before 
leaving in 2012 to work for the Obama 
administration. He has the medical 
background, research experience, and 
policy knowledge to make data-in- 
formed decisions about San Francis- 
cans’ health, and that’s exactly what he 
plans to do. 

“Tm in my first 10 days, so I’m gath- 
ering ideas and looking at data,” Colfax 
told SF Weekly last week. “We look at 
the data and the tools we have avail- 
able, and we make decisions on how we 
can do better.” 


But not everything is decided upon 
internally. Many of the policies the De- 
partment of Public Health implements 
come from outside bodies. Colfax can 
see City Hall from his office, and as is 
to be expected of someone appointed 
by Mayor London Breed — who’s long 
been an advocate of safe-consumption 
spaces — Colfax supports them. 

“The research around safe-con- 
sumption sites is robust. They save 
lives, and they do not increase sub- 
stance use,” he said. “Given our current 
situation in San Francisco, and our 
legacy of implementing cutting-edge 
programs that are responsive to the 
needs of the community, I do think 
that moving that forward is a key thing 
that the city should do.” 

He’s not opposed to enforcing SB 
1045, should it pass locally, something 
that would expand the qualifications 
under which someone experiencing se- 
vere mental illness could be conserved. 
But he also sees the value in support- 


ing the Department’s Street Medicine 
Team, which offers daily support to 
people living on the streets who need 
medical care and substance-use treat- 
ment. 

“My first day on the job, I had the 
pleasure of visiting one of our street 
health fairs,” he said. “It was so inspir- 
ing to me seeing the street-medicine 
team working with people in real time, 
starting people with buprenorphine 
therapy and providing opioid treat- 
ment on demand. Seeing that happen 
gave me lots of ideas of how we can 
really scale this work up.” 

Colfax’s primary area of expertise, 
however, is HIV/AIDS, which he cred- 
its to those years working in Ward 5A. 

“T was so inspired by the approach 
and the values that the people working 
in the system had, and their connec- 
tion and compassion with patients,” he 
said. “It was really an example of how 
community and medicine came togeth- 
er during a terrible epidemic, and did

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the best that we could for people.” 

In the years since the epidemic 
rocked the nation in the 1980s and 
"90s, San Francisco’s doctors, advo- 
cates, and Health Department have 
worked tirelessly to get a handle on 
HIV. With the right medication, people 
are now living with the disease, not 
dying from it, and the city’s priorities 
have changed accordingly. 

“We've gone from ground zero of 
the epidemic to getting to zero,” Colfax 
said, referencing the goal of eliminat- 
ing HIV transmissions citywide. “I find 
that so inspiring and exciting. We’re 
down to 221 new infections, which is 
the lowest it’s ever been recorded, I 
believe.” 

But there’s still more work to be 
done. While transmissions have con- 
tinued to drop, it’s not at an equal rate 
across populations. 

“One of my priorities going forward 
is focusing on health equity,” Colfax 
said. “In HIV as with other health con- 
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ditions, there are serious health ineq- 
uities among certain populations, par- 
ticularly communities of color. What's 
also concerning is that you take HIV, 
preterm births, hypertension, smoking 
rates, incarceration. ... You see this on- 
going inequity. My goal is to have San 
Francisco be a place where everyone 
can have a fair and just opportunity to 
optimize their health, regardless of the 
color of their skin.” 

Solutions, again, will no doubt 
come from data — Colfax plans to take 
a critical look at what is working well, 
and what isn’t — but he also plans to 
lean on community expertise to make 
change happen at a neighborhood 
level. 

And part of supporting those part- 
nerships is maintaining their physical 
spaces. One of Colfax’s first jobs will be 
continuing to disseminate a voter-ap- 
proved $300 million bond to renovate 
community clinics citywide. He be- 
lieves the investment in infrastructure 
can have a transformative effect, not 
just on the safety of staff and patients, 
but also the ability to treat vulnerable 
populations. 

“San Francisco General Hospital 
in 1993 was, well — what it looks like 
now is very different,” he said, laugh- 
ing. “I worked in the Urgent Care Clinic 
at Zuckerberg for years. I just had the 
pleasure of returning and going to 
the new clinic, and I can tell you it’s 
so inspiring seeing what people have 
done with that. It so resonates with 
our values. I think that really reflects 
the community’s commitment to pro- 
viding the best care possible for people 
who need it most.” 

Looking ahead, Colfax is hesitant 
to voice what, if any, changes he’ll be 
making to the department, but his 
commitment to San Franciscans is 
clear. 

“The combination of community 
voice and input has really come for- 
ward in the department,” he says. “It’s 
always been there with HIV, but the 
broader context of doing the work 
with community has been so key. I’m 
committed to making sure that those 
partnerships continue.”

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Kiva Confections 
Bets on Gold for 
St. Patrick's Day

During the height of holiday 


shopping, several cannabis brands last De- 
cember decided to get in on the fun. Dosist 
packaged its vaporizer pens with candles 
scented like the company’s oil formulas. 
Francis Ford Coppola jumped in with a cu- 
rated selection of buds housed inside a hol- 
low replica of a wine bottle. Like a stoned 
Santa staring wide-eyed at a plate full of 
freshly baked cookies, the cannabis indus- 
try is clearly ready to take a big bite out of 
the holidays. 

As the regulated market continues to 
expand both within California and across 
an increasing number of other states, 
more and more businesses are turning to 
seasonal tie-in products to differentiate 
themselves from the competition. If 
Christmas offerings were the first con- 
tenders, things have reached a new level 


with the news that Kiva Confections is 
releasing a St. Patrick’s Day twist on its 
hugely popular line of Terra Bites. 

Kiva’s limited-edition Pot O’ Gold 
Terra Bites are flavored with a blend of 
chocolate and peppermint. They are also 
coated in edible 24-karat gold. Embla- 
zoned with four-leaf clovers, each circular 
tin contains 20 golden bites that each 
offer 5 milligrams of THC. Pot O’Gold 
Terra Bites are now available exclusively 
in California and Oregon via the Eaze 
delivery app. 

Once you allow for the insanity of 
that concept to settle in, it’s not difficult 
to surmise the company’s intentions. 

On the surface, this bizarre addition 

to the questionable legacy of domestic 

St. Patrick’s Day celebrations offers an 
alternative for those seeking respite from 
a historically alcohol-drenched affair. Per- 
haps more importantly, it also allows for 
Kiva to put its signature product in some 
fancy new attire. 

While the sales fig- 
ures for Pot O’ Gold bites 
remain to be seen, there 
is reason to expect solid 
returns. St. Patrick’s Day 
may not be in the top tier 
of holidays here in the 
U.S., but last month, the 
inventory at many Bay 
Area dispensaries was 
flush with items meant to

appeal to Valentine’s Day shoppers. 

According to Forbes, the compliance 
software company Flowhub reported a 
22-percent increase in sales of cannabis 
products for Valentine’s Day weekend 
2018 over the year prior. Some of that in- 
crease could arguably be attributed to the 
fact that California — easily the largest 
market in the U.S. — had no recreational 
industry in place in 2017, but overall, the 
numbers indicate a correlation between 
holidays and consumers looking to pur- 
chase cannabis. 

More recently, Marijuana Business 
Daily further culled data from Flowhub 
and found a seven-percent spike in sales 
for Valentine’s Day 2019. In Alaska, Col- 
orado, and Oregon alone, they reported, 
“Valentine’s Day weekend spending at 
adult-use marijuana retail stores ... hit 
$3.15 million in 2019, a three-percent in- 
crease over 2018, with average spending 
of $52.98.” 
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With Valentine's Day, the need for 
unique and customized products is 
lessened owing to the fact that chocolate 
— one of the holiday’s most “traditional” 
gifts — is something that many cannabis 
brands already offer all year long. Add in 
a rising number of companies specializ- 
ing in massage oils and other products 
that target the reported sensual benefits 
of cannabis and it’s easy to imagine re- 
branding many staple items as seasonal 
gifts. 

However, as Kivass latest offering attests, 
the ability to pair a holiday with cannabis 
is not limited solely to the usual suspects. 
Parsing the data provided by the pot deliv- 
ery start-up Eaze as part of its annual “State 
of Cannabis” survey, Forbes also notes that 
“consumers in California bought 12 percent 
more cannabis via delivery on Christmas 
Eve than on a typical Monday of that year. 
Furthermore, New Year's Eve saw a 32-per- 

cent increase in deliveries, when com- 
pared to a regular Monday.” 

One factor that has yet to be 
settled is whether the release of prod- 
ucts specifically themed to coincide 
with a holiday is partially responsible 
for these surges in sales, or con- 
versely, if such products are simply a 
clever way for companies like Kiva to 

additionally benefit from periods of 
established increased activity. 

In some cases, the mere idea of 
giving cannabis products as a gift 


has spurred accelerated sales. 

Last December, KTVU reported that 
Sacramento's All About Wellness saw a 
750-percent increase in foot traffic in the 
days leading up to Christmas. It’s hardly 
counterintuitive to expect more custom- 
ers to walk through the doors during the 
busiest shopping season of the year, but 
the numbers clearly support the idea that 
consumers are thinking about cannabis in 
relation to holidays in a major way. 

Considered all together, current trends 
seem to indicate that we should expect to see 
more products in line with the Pot O’ Gold 
Terra Bites in the months and years to come. 
Does that mean an inevitable future of candy 
cane-flavored edibles and THC-infused Hanuk- 
kah gelt? 

Quite possibly, although there's always the 
chance this is simply the high point of a mar- 
keting mirage powered by the relative newness 
of legal cannabis. 

In either case, the potential riches of sea- 
sonal products appear to be real enough that 
heavyweights like Kiva want in. What wealth 
it will ultimately lead to is hard to predict, 
but if we're literally coating cannabis in gold, 
it’s fair to assume there is something worth- 
while at the end of the rainbow.

Survival 
actions and 
wrongful 
death 
scenarios

This week’s question comes from 
Mike B., who asks: 


: “What happens if, during a 

personal injury or medical 

malpractice case, the plaintiff 
succumbs to their injuries and dies? 
Does it cause a new action to be filed 
or simply the old one to be amended? 
And, more importantly, does it affect 
the damages that can be recovered?” 


: Mike, there are many vari- 
Ae: to this complex question, 

and I can only provide a gen- 
eral overview. It is not legal advice. 
More facts are needed. If you have 
suffered a loss such as this, you 


should consult with a trial lawyer im- 
mediately. 


If a person is injured — whether 
it be from a medical malpractice ac- 
tion or any other form of personal 
injury — and they later die from 
those injuries, this leads to a very 
technical application of the law. I’ll 
discuss two scenarios here: survival 
actions and wrongful death. Either 
or both may apply in any given 
case. 

First, under the California 
Code of Civil Procedure, Section 
377.20, a cause of action for or 
against a person is not lost by 
reason of the person’s death, but 
survives subject to the applica- 
ble limitations period. These are 
called “survival actions.” Cali- 
fornia Code of Civil Procedure, 
Section 377.30, states that a 
cause of action that survives the 
death of the person passes to the 
decedent’s successor in interest, 
(subject to the Probate Code) who 
may bring, or continue, the cause 
of action. 

So, if a person had rights to 
bring a legal case before their 
death — whether it be froma 
breach of contract, fraud, medical 
malpractice or personal injury — 
when they die, that right passes 
on to their estate or heirs. This 
is similar to the right to collect a 
debt owed to the decedent, where 
the heirs or estate would be enti- 
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tled to collect on that debt. Like- 
wise, if the decedent owed a debt, 
creditors could seek to recover 
the debt from the decedent’s es- 
tate. 

The “survival statutes” do not 
create a cause of action; rather, 
they merely prevent the extinc- 
tion of the cause of action of the 
injured person and provide for 
its enforcement by or against the 
representative of the deceased. 

If the decedent had a case 
pending at the time of their 
death, Code of Civil Procedure, 
Section 377.31, states their 
representative can file a motion 
after the death of the person who 
started the action and the court 
shall allow it to be continued by 
the decedent’s estate, or if none, 
by the decedent’s heirs or succes- 
sors in interest. 

In a survival action, the dam- 
ages recoverable are limited to 
the loss that the decedent sus- 
tained or incurred before death, 
i.e., economic losses such as 
medical expenses, economic loss, 
etc., as well as any penalties, pu- 
nitive or exemplary damages that 
the decedent would have been 
entitled to recover had they lived. 
This does not include damages 
for pain, suffering, or disfigure- 
ment which the decedent suffered 


before their death, though there 
is an exception for a death from 
elder abuse. 

Upon the death of a person 
who was harmed by the wrong 
of another, the decedent’s sur- 
viving spouse, domestic partner, 
children and children of their 
deceased children, and/or any 
minor who resided for the pre- 
vious 180 days in the decedent’s 
household and was dependent on 
the decedent for one-half or more 
of the minor’s support, may bring 
a case for wrongful death. This is 
not a ‘survival action” continuing 
the case of a person who died, 
but rather a separate cause of ac- 
tion, for those left behind, which 
can be joined with the survival 
action pursuant to Code of Civil 
Procedure 377.62. All of those 
who qualify must participate in 
one single action or lawsuit for 
wrongful death. 

Unlike a survival action, which 
compensates for losses before 
and up to the death, a wrongful 
death action is designed to com- 
pensate the families of those 
who die for losses from the date 
of death forward such as funeral 
and burial expenses, financial 
support, if any, which each of the 
heirs would have received from 
the deceased but for the death. 


Additionally, they can recover 
non-economic damages for the 
loss of the relationship classified 
as loss of love, companionship, 
comfort, affection, society, solace 
or moral support and, between 
partners or spouses any loss of 
the enjoyment of sexual rela- 
tions. 

The amount of recovery for 
these non-economic damages is 
directly related to how close the 
plaintiff was to the decedent. As 
I mentioned earlier, if you have 
suffered a loss from a wrongful 
death you should consult with a 
trial lawyer immediately.

The city’s singular thoroughfare Is alive at allhours — and much longer and more varied than you might think.

Is there a more misunderstood 
urbanist term than “inner city”? 

The early-21st-century rush back 
to American metropolitan cores na- 
tionwide has brought displacement 
and gentrification to neighborhoods 
that had been blighted and aban- 
doned only a few years earlier. In the 
wake of the 2008 financial crisis, 
many older suburbs became new cen- 
ters of poverty, while inner cities be- 
gan to repopulate — undoing some 
of the damage of 20th-century dein- 
dustrialization, but also inflicting 
much more. Yet the term retains its 
connotation of poverty and decay, 
with an unfortunate racialized cast. 

Sixth Street is San Francisco’s 
most hyper-urban place, more Ten- 
derloin than the Tenderloin. By far 
the worst thing about it is that it’s 
a connector, a way to get into or out 
of Downtown via the anachronis- 
tic Interstate 280 — that elevated 
and rather underused freeway from 
which you can see Rigo 23’s giant 
shield-shaped mural, Innercity Home, 
proudly inverting the term. Whether 
from fear or impatience, non-resi-

dents drive like maniacs down Sixth 
Street, most of them hoping to 


spend as little time there as possible. 


It and its inhabitants are looked 
down upon and dismissed, particu- 
larly on the two remarkable blocks 


between Howard and Market streets. 


Too many people treat it like an 
undifferentiated slum. But where 
else in San Francisco can you find 
so much? Vietnamese greasyspoon 
Tu Lan is there next to Happy Do- 
nuts, as is Dottie’s True Blue Cafe, 
and that arch-dive, Rumpus Room. 
The lovely Pentacle Coffee abuts 
the skateboarder-apparel flagship 
Thrasher at 66 Sixth St., plus Split 
Pea Seduction’s “crostatas” are right 
there, too. There’s even a burgeon- 
ing Jewish microhood, anchored by 
kosher cafe Frena and the Hasidic 
synagogue Positively 6th Street (un- 
doubtedly a reference to Bob Dylan). 
Newcomers Falafelland (serving Ye- 
meni food) and Bini’s Kitchen (Nep- 
alese) have or will soon join them. 

Three thriving clubs — Monarch, 
OMG, and Club Six — are all within 
a few hundred feet of one another, 
with The EndUp not far down. A 
block away is 1 AM SF, a street- 
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art gallery dedicated to the First 
Amendment’s guarantee of freedom 
of expression — not to the late- 
night hour — which is in turn across 
the street from Bindlestiff Studio, 
the only venue in America dedicated 
to Filipino-American and Pilipino 
performing arts. 

Sixth Street is really several Sixth 
Streets, alive at different hours of 
the day — a phenomenon that S.F. 
graphic artist Wendy MacNaughton 
once famously catalogued. Painfully 
banal banners advertise Babson 
College and Zuckerberg General Hos- 
pital — does a trauma center really 
need to drum up business? — near 
the Muay Thai studio and the SF 
Puppy Prep dog-training place. 

The forthcoming Compton’s TLGB 
District, though centered in the Ten- 
derloin, encompasses Sixth Street’s 
two northernmost blocks. There are 
two abandoned car washes and a 
defunct gas station near the opera- 
tional Chevron, a “Rite By Grocery” 
that sounds as if it lost a trademark 
dispute with better-known market, 
and a prosaically bizarre shop called 
Murphy & Simi that keeps the purse- 
lipped hours of 8 a.m.-4:30 p.m. on 


weekdays only and might best be 
described as a wheel store. 

There are plenty of do-gooders, 
and occasional clergy. A harm-reduc- 
tion clinic offers services for intrave- 
nous drug users, while Launderland 
Coin Op’s signage sternly threatens 
anyone who brings in a friend. At 
dusk, you see Sixth Street mostly by 
its gates: As businesses shutter for 
the day, more murals come out — 
like David Puck’s gorgeous homage 
to the slain genderfuck icon Bub- 
bles, which graces a beauty-supply 
store called Werk. For every heap 
of maybe-stolen junk, someone has 
arranged an entire set of cutlery ona 
clean cloth. 

People are everywhere, hanging 
out, setting up sidewalk merchandise 
of various degrees of quality, doing 
what they need to to make it. Many 
are old, queer, disabled, non-En- 
glish-speaking, glad to be alive. They 
live in SROs with barely any space 
to call their own, some of them 
undoubtedly in the trouble-prone 
Henry Hotel whose north-facing wall 
blares “WHY” in day-glo orange let- 
tering. A curbside mobile bathroom 
offers dignity and a place to wash 
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your hands. Some folks are clearly 
hurting badly, while others seem to 
say, Thank God we have each other.” 
Sixth Street doesn’t entirely 
understand itself, a consequence of 
San Francisco’s weird “grid.” Folsom 
Street seems to course through 
SoMa and the Mission and end at 
Bernal Hill — when it actually picks 
up again beyond the summit, ter- 
minating at Alemany Boulevard by 
I-280. Castro Street appears to end 
in Noe Valley — but an orphaned 
segment runs for two blocks near 
Glen Park BART. Similarly, Sixth 
Street is much longer than it looks. 
A section of it runs as a path under- 
neath the 280 on-ramp to Townsend 
Street, then resumes its course 
across Mission Creek among the 
hospitals. But most of Sixth Street 
is a conduit, loud and fast and still 
putting cars b before people in spite 
of 12 years of safety improvements, 
its intersections killing cyclists 
even now. It may be deadly, but it is 
always, unfailingly, riotously alive. 
Sixth Street, our innercity home. 





That Lucky Bite

“We made it spicy, and then we 
got the feedback: too spicy,” Billy Alabsi 
says of his wife’s lamb. “What it does is 
irritate the surface of the tongue and 
make the tongue more sensitive and ac- 
tive than usual, but people are just 
scared of it.” 

Sensible, no? So they dialed it back 
a little. Alabsi and his wife, Noora, are 
the proprietors of Falafelland, on the 
southwest corner of Sixth and Minna 
streets. He is a gregarious guy, whose 
speech patterns can alternate between 
an excitable yelp and a bare whisper. 
He is open about his financial strug- 
gles — not out of self-pity, but because 
it’s the truth — yet seems congenitally 
inclined to giving away food and drink 
for free. He used to drive a limo, he says, 
until a serious accident on Lucas Valley 
Road in Marin last summer spooked him 
into rethinking what might happen to 
his family if he were no longer there to 
provide for them. 

“It was seven seconds of my life, but it 
was a lifetime flash,” he says. “Two weeks 
after that, I couldn’t talk — because I 
love my kids and I love my wife.” 

A San Francisco resident for decades, 
Alabsi used to work at a market at the 
very top of 18th Street in the Castro, and 
worked at a nonprofit in the Tenderloin, 
where the city’s Yemeni community is 
centered. But at 53, he was worried he 
couldn't get hired as a cashier or a dish- 
washer, so he and Noora opened Falafel- 
land. It’s a 200-square-foot space with 
tiles Alabsi installed himself, outfitting 
the place with a donated soda fridge, a 
donated rice cooker, and the microwave 
from the family’s home. Falafelland 
doesn’t have printed menus, so for now 
Alabsi asks new customers to take a 
picture of the handwritten text on the 
screen using their phones. Without the 
funds for an awning, he frets about the 
afternoon sun, but he splurges on a bou- 
quet of roses each week. 

Seeing him fill a pita with falafel and 
everything that goes with it is like watch- 
ing the entire geological history of the 
Earth in miniature. He layers the onions 
with hot sauce and feta — pausing to 
correct an observer's lazy pronunciation 
of the cheese’s name — arranging ev- 
erything in a precise order. He inserts 
a French fry, squirts in some sugarcane 
vinegar, then adds another. 

“T usually put a blueberry in mine,’ he 
says. Noora said, ‘What are you think- 
ing?’ But they’re not sweet. They’re 
kind of muddy, fruity. So you mix it 
with the falafel sandwich, just one or

two because you might get that bite. 
That lucky bite.” 

The Alabsis chose Sixth Street in 
part because it’s close to their home 
and to their children’s school. Both 
their daughter and son, ages six and 
five, have significant health issues, so 
the parents take turns dropping them 
off and picking them up. Alabsi doesn’t 
like to leave Noora by herself for too 
long, eiher. A kind, soft-spoken woman 
who wears a hijab, she has moderate 
proficiency in English and once chased 
away a potential tip-jar raider with the 
tongs she uses to serve baklava and 


halvah. 


“I said, ‘What, are you going to scratch 
their back? This is like toothpicks!’ ” Alab- 
si says, hastily adding that his wife is the 
cook and the boss, and he works for her 
and not the other way around. “She’s very 
straightforward. She don’t like bullshit. 
She’s tiny, but she’s bold and decisive.” 

There have been a few minor turf 
skirmishes between the newcomers and 
some suspicious longtime residents, but 
mostly Alabsi wants to be a good neigh- 
bor. He admits to placing cloves of garlic 
outside to deter dogs with full bladders 
— maybe people, too — but also because 
garlic has “good energy.” 

A pescatarian who's recently gone 


back to veganism for health reasons, 

he taste-tests everything but the lamb, 
which is a family recipe from Noora’s 
grandmother. Tea and coffee are his 
province, though. He serves coffee in 
the Yemeni way, with a pinch of grounds 
added to a freshly brewed cup and left 
to settle at the bottom. ‘The tea is really 
a variation on green coffee, with lots of 
ginger and cardamom, and there’s no 
way youre getting out the door without 
trying some. The son of a Jewish mother 
and a Muslim father, Alabsi has a good 
relationship with the owners of Frena, 
the kosher cafe directly across the street 
— he notes with pride that Yemen was 
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a Jewish kingdom before Islam arrived 
in the seventh century — and he 
speaks highly of his extended family, 
which includes several doctors and 
professionals. Many of them live in the 
Bay Area, while others have to contend 
with what Alabsi simply calls “the cri- 
sis in Yemen.” 

A 2011 revolution against President 
Ali Abdullah Saleh, part of the Arab 
Spring, led to widespread chaos and 
a punishing Saudi air campaign — 
with U.S. support — that has left the 
poorest country in the Middle East to 
grapple with widespread malnutrition 
and the worst cholera epidemic in his- 
tory. Saudi oppression upsets him, but 
Alabsi would prefer to remember his 
native Ba’dan District as a place where 
you can look up at night and see dots 
of light from all the mountain villages 
that have maintained their traditional 
way of life. 

Falafelland’s tiny kitchen makes it 
effectively impossible to offer the full 
breadth of the cuisine of Ba’dan, though. 
Alabsi would love to serve all seven of the 
region's breads, but he and Noora settle 
for a bountiful portion of lamb kabsa and 
a labor-intensive preparation of rice that 
involves boiling cilantro, parsley, and ser- 
rano peppers, then adding another “20 to 
26 spices.” 

A friendly couple, Rose and a guy 
who’s also named Billy, pop in on their 
way to the Social Security office. Alabsi 
talks with them about mixing avocados 
into falafel for a smoother texture anda 
milkier taste; they explain the Ellis Act 
to him. Most of Falafelland’s customers 
are Caucasian or Asian, Alabsi says, but 
he’s eager to proselytize to anyone who 
comes in — which they do, from as far as 
Palo Alto. 

“Even the mailman!” he says. “He ate 
one piece of lamb, and the next day he 
says he wants double. And after that, he 
says I’m going to go find me a wife from 
Yemen!’” 

Sixth Street can be tough, and Alabsi 
wishes the city paid more attention to the 
area, but he’s determined to feed his neigh- 
bors. He hopes to have long lines someday 
soon, but worries about what the small 
shop’s capacity might be. And he’s been 
eyeing a property across the street, a larger 
space that has its own patio. Does that 
mean the Alabsis want to open a full-service 
restaurant one day? 

“Tm going to show you what magic is,” 
he says.

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Transportation Equity in Action 


The SFMTA‘s plan to improve pedestrian safety on Sixth Street brings the needs of a diverse community — low-income, disabled, and people of 


color — front and center.

The San Francisco Municipal 
Transportation Agency faces no small 
task in taking on Sixth Street. It’s a major 
north-south corridor that terminates in 
a freeway, with two lanes of traffic in 
each direction. With the largest collec- 
tion of single-room-occupancy hotels in 
the city, it’s also home to hundreds of se- 
niors and disabled residents. The side- 
walks are always packed with people, and 
cars drive too fast — a catastrophic com- 
bination. On the two blocks of Sixth 
Street between Market and Howard, a 
driver collides with a cyclist or pedes- 
trian every 16 days. Of those, 40 percent 
result in serious injuries or fatalities. 

But when the SFMTA began brain- 
storming ways to improve safety along 
the busy street, they went straight to 
the experts: the residents themselves. 

It’s not a small task. The needs are 
varied, and the population is vulnera- 
ble in a number of ways. Forty percent 
of Sixth Street residents live below the 
poverty line, and one in three are se- 
niors, mobility-impaired, or both. Half 
of the street’s residents are people of 
color, and half don’t speak English as a 
first language. 

“The people being hit by cars in the 
Tenderloin and SoMa are dispropor- 
tionately seniors, low-income people, 
people of color, people with disabili- 
ties,” Director of Sustainable Streets 
Tom McGuire said last year. “Our out- 
reach has specifically been aiming to 
bring these voices — people who have 
not typically been involved in the way 
streets are created in this city — into 
the space where we make decisions 
about what our streets look like.” 

The result is a comprehensive — al- 
though not uncontroversial — rede- 
sign of Sixth Street that is drastically 
different from prior iterations. Last 
October, it cleared a major hurdle and 
won approval by the SFMTA Board. 

Chief among the expected changes 
is the removal of one of the two south- 
bound lanes between Market and How- 
ard. So-called road diets are proven to 
reduce vehicle collisions by as much 
as 29 percent, as people tend to drive 
faster on wider roads, and slower on 
narrow ones. 

People who drive up and down 
Sixth Street regularly may be surprised 
by this approach. Vehicle traffic on the 
corridor can already be heavy, though 
McGuire predicted that the flow would 
calm down once Central Subway con- 


struction wraps up on Fourth Street, 
just as it recently did on Stockton 
Street. 

Street planners believe the loss of a 
traffic lane will be worth the benefits 
of wider sidewalks. Transportation 
Planner Shayda Haghgoo, who said she 
went door-to-door talking to residents 
and businesses more than five times in 
2017 and 2018, claimed at October’s 
SFMTA Board meeting that sidewalks 
were a major livability issue for resi- 
dents. 

“Sidewalks serve as a respite from 
the limited living space available at 
SROs, where hundreds of Sixth Street 
residents live,” she explained. “While 
some of the people you see along Sixth 
Street are experiencing homelessness, 
they are still a part of the Sixth Street 
and San Francisco communities. Wid- 
ening the sidewalk will continue to 
provide sidewalk access to these resi- 
dents and will also allow a clear path of 
travel for pedestrians.” 

Wider sidewalks will also accom- 
modate improved pedestrian lighting, 
which was another major request. 

“SRO tenant leaders told me it is 
clear their community comes second 
to cars when lampposts on sidewalks 
are directed away from pedestrians and 
toward the street,’ Haghgoo said. 

Additional improvements, which 
will be incorporated into the new, wid- 
er sidewalks, will include curb ramps, 
corner bulb-outs to reduce crossing 
times, new traffic lights, and walk-sig- 
nal timing upgrades to better serve 
differently abled people who may need 
more time to get from one side of the 
street to the other. 

The most notable omission in this 
plan, however, is a bike lane. When SF 
Weekly last wrote about the project in 
2017, it was with cautious optimism 
that a bike lane would be included in 
each direction. That was a surprise — 
to everyone. 

“It’s fairly unusual to see bike im- 
provements added to a safety project 
for people walking on a street that’s 
not on the SFMTA’s official bike net- 
work,” a San Francisco Bicycle Coali- 
tion spokesperson told us at the time. 

Apparently, the SFMTA thought so, 
too. The bike lanes have been scratched 
— but they weren’t protected, anyway. 

In all, 25 safety improvements have 
taken place on Sixth Street since 2007, 
including the installation of traffic 
signals at Minna, painted buffer zones 
at Howard, and speed-limit signs both 
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posted and painted on the sidewalk to 
slow people down. While they’re val- 
iant short-term efforts, the thorough- 
fare remains a black mark on the city’s 
goal of getting to zero traffic-related 
fatalities by 2024. 

But even more than that, the Sixth 
Street Pedestrian Safety Project is per- 
haps the biggest gift in recent history 
the city will have given the corridor 
— which, due to its unfortunate repu- 
tation as a dangerous street filled with 





drug dealers, has been left behind. 
Funding for safe streets, beautification 
efforts, and plazas often get allocated 
to wealthier neighborhoods. 

And while business owners didn’t 
unanimously support the changes, the 
SFMTA chose in this instance to priori- 
tize those who are most at risk. 

“The decisions were difficult, but 
the tradeoff is that this proposal pri- 
oritizes pedestrian safety, something 
that needs to drastically improve on

Sixth Street,” Haghgoo said. 

That said, change won't come fast: 
Despite being in the works since 2007, 
ground isn’t expected to break on the 
Pedestrian Safety Project until spring 
of next year.

Running trom the Shadows 


SoMa youth have just a few parks torun free, but shadows from increasing development threaten what little space they can access. 
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People walk past 
Victoria Manalo Draves 
Park on Folsom Street 
in the South of Market 
neighborhood.

Before 16-year-old Nikki 


Embalzado moved to San Francisco from 
the Philippines a couple years ago, a big 
open park greeted her outside her 
school. There, she and her friends would 
peel away from their phones, connect 
with the grass under them, and play with 
their fellow park-goers. 

Now a SoMa resident, Embalzado 
flocks to the Yerba Buena Gardens 
behind the Westfield Centre or Victoria 
Manalo Draves (VMD) Park on Folsom 
and Sherman streets. Those two green 
spots are her solace, an escape from 
tall buildings, no backyard space, and 
cramped living quarters. She may not 
have as much room to run around, feel 
the sun on her skin, or breath fresh air 
— but Yerba Buena is one of the few 
places for her friends to hang out. 

“That’s the only place I can go,” Em- 
balzado says. “There’s not much space.” 

The John O’Connell Technical High 


School student happens to live be- 
tween the two parks, a neighborhood 
where few other options exist. (She 
also finds Dolores Park too crowded.) 
Green space in SoMa is so scarce, Rec- 
reation and Park spokesperson Tamara 
Aparton says, that the Gene Friend 
Recreation Center on Folsom and Sixth 
streets has become a busy hub for at 
least 1,500 kids a year enrolled in rec- 
reation programs there, plus the more 
than 50 youth who use the drop-in 
after-school program daily. 

VMD Park is also heavily used. 
Students from Bessie Carmichael Ele- 
mentary School next door come there 
daily, as do after-school programs run 
by groups like United Playaz, YMCA’s 
Beacon Program, South of Market 
Community Action Network (SOM- 
CAN), and the West Bay Pilipino Cen- 
ter. The two-acre park — named after 
the first Filipina-American to compete 
in the Olympics — opened in 2006 
with a softball field, a basketball court,

playground, picnic area, and communi- 
ty garden. 

But VMD Park, with its open 
skies and sunshine, is threatened. 
After years of pushback, the Planning 
Commission narrowly approved a de- 
velopment project in December that 
would demolish 1050-1060 Folsom St. 
and 190-194 Russ St., and erect a sev- 
en-story mixed-use building with 63 
housing units. 

Community advocates like SOM- 
CAN opposed it because of the shadow 
it will cast on the park, another pri- 
oritization of for-profit development 
over habitability for the families who 
already live there. Because of the 1984 
Sunlight Ordinance, Rec and Park re- 
viewed the project and found it would 
cast a shadow on the northeastern 
quarter of the park during late after- 
noons between February and October. 
The basketball courts and the chil- 
dren’s play area would be affected. 

“You need that natural way of 


getting the vitamins you need,’ Embal- 
zado says. ‘If there’s a shadow there, 
what’s the point? It’s like taking some- 
one’s childhood away.” 

As Embalzado and 17-year-old 
SoMa resident Enrique Santos attest, 
without sun they wouldn’t have much 
motivation to go to a cold park with 
an atmosphere sapped of joy. Instead, 
they would likely go straight home or 
hang out with friends in food courts 
in between their time at SOMCAN’s 
youth program. 

Santos, a Downtown High School 
student who has lived in SoMa since 
he was eight, mostly plays basketball 
with his friends at the Gene Friend 
Recreation Center but uses VMD Park 
as well. The alternative would be pri- 
vately owned, publicly open spaces (or 
POPOs), but those have been criticized 
as insufficiently accessible to all or 
otherwise too small and geared toward 
Financial District employees on their 
lunch breaks.

“Tm in the park for a reason — to 
play and to get sweaty,’ Santos says. 
“Td rather stay home and not sweat at 
all. 'd probably feel more isolated.” 

Rec and Park says keeping up the 
ratio of the green space to match the 
population boom is a priority, which is 
why the department opened the Chan 
Kaajal Park on Folsom and 17th streets 
in 2017. Another park, on 11th and 
Natoma streets, is scheduled to open 
by 2024 — but community groups 
stress the need for accessible parks 
nearby. 

“People say, ‘Oh, why don’t you 
go to Golden Gate Park?’” says Alexa 
Drapiza, SOMCAN’s Youth Organizer, 
who grew up using VMD Park. “We 
love our park, and we want to make 
sure that people in the community are 
able to use it.”

Ringold Star

Since the show’s late-February 
debut at the GLBT Historical Society in 
the Castro, the images in “SoMa Nights: 
The Queer Club Photography of Melissa 
Hawkins” have yielded a few surprises. 
Some of the unnamed nightlife figures 
amid the Club Kids and other nocturnal 
all-stars have been identified, for one. 
But as a document of a frenzied period 
when political activism combined with a 
deliriously transgressive approach to 
personal expression, the show is more 
than a lens into the era before everybody 
was a photographer. Simply put, many of 
Hawkins’ subjects are gone, and it’s im- 
portant to acknowledge that loss. 
“There’s this other sort of emotional 
sensation: This person who’s not alive 
now gets to have another moment,” 
she tells SF Weekly. “When I was going 
through all the contact sheets trying 
to figure out what would be fun to look 
at, it was sort of stepping back into 
that period and feeling a lot of grief.” 
It was only at the opening that she 
learned definitively that some people 
did not make it out of the plague years 
— and some of them, like the artists 
and gender performers Michelangelo 
or Jerome (aka Jerome Caja), were 
quite famous in their time. Caja’s work 
is in the Smithsonian, and SFMOMA 
owns several of his pieces as well. But 
queer history is almost never taught, 
and even in our more enlightened age, 
icons can become forgotten alarmingly 
quickly. This is the GLBT Historical 
Society’s first show dedicated to a 
still-living artist, something that fa- 
cilitates connections like a guy named 
Alex reintroducing himself to Hawkins 
at the opening. He lives in San Diego 
now, and they'd worked together as 
film processors at The New Lab, years 
after she'd initially taken his picture. 
Hawkins absorbed the lesson to 
never throw away your negatives, 
and the few dozen images in “SoMa 
Nights” were culled from a collection 
that might approach the thousands, 
all shot during an eight-year period 
(1986-94) when Hawkins was a pho- 
tographer for The Sentinel, a gay San 
Francisco weekly whose owner also ran 
The Rawhide on Seventh Street. Work- 
ing by day at an E-6 film lab, she would 
run around SoMa at night, dashing 
from club to club. She and curator 
Marke Bieschke selected them for visu- 
al appeal but also for a “balance of men 
and women,’ Hawkins says. 
“And hopefully some people of col- 


or, because that was kind of difficult,” 
she adds, chalking that up in part to 
the predomination of “punk rock-y” 
DJs whose music attracted certain 
crowds. “The Box was the main club 
that was so beautifully, everyone-hav- 
ing-a-good-time-together, but some 
of the other spaces weren’t quite as 
mixed.” 

Hawkins has lived in San Francisco 
since 1984. (“Rent control,” she says, 
matter-of-factly.) She chose SoMa over 
the Castro and the Polk because those 
neighborhoods and their respective 
heydays have already gotten a similar 
treatment. Plus, Hawkins insists, 
SoMa is special. 

“We had a photography panel last 
night, and we were talking about how 
— because San Francisco is so small, 
geographically — it was a concentrated 
energy vortex, she says. 

SoMa had light industry and few 
residents, allowing people to be loud 
and weird late into the night, walking 
from The Stud to Club Uranus at The 
EndUp. As a reaction against the Cas- 
tro clones, there was an ethos of all the 
art-school misfits being in it together 
in ways that seem strange today. 

“This was such a mixed scene at 
Club Uranus,” Bieschke says. “You 
can tell there were women and trans 
people and definitely drag, and now 
you would not expect punk-rock 
drag queens to be at a circuit party. 
Even though a lot of the clubs were 
competing, the scene was a lot more 
fluid. There wasn’t the branding that 
excludes people.” 

SoMa started with the leather 
scene, and then, Hawkins says, “my 
generation brought this more freaky, 
punk-rock, do-it-yourself drag-as-the- 
ater, not necessarily to do with any 
female impersonation.” 

Leather culture hovers around the 
fringes of “SoMa Nights,” and Hawkins 
would go with friends to places like 
Ringold Alley, the one-block street that 
was notorious for cruising. (Up Your 
Alley, the mini-Folsom Street Fair in 
July, began there.) 

“T went down it a couple of times. 

I was so lucky. I got to go everywhere 
most women didn’t go. I had great 
friends who would tell me wonderful 
stories about Ringold Alley,” she says. 
“South of Market was slutty-dirty-awe- 
some-crazy. 

On Thursday, March 21, Hawkins 
and Lewis Walden (a DJ from Club 
Uranus, which lasted from 1989-92) 
plus Page Hodel, Gus Bean, Jennifer

Junkyard Morris, and others will 
gather at “Nightlife Beyond Uranus,” 
another discussion at the historical 
society. With a debt to Jim Hopkins 
of the San Francisco Disco Preserva- 
tion Society, who helped digitize lots 
of tapes from the 1970s and beyond, 
“SoMa Nights” has a video slideshow 
to go along with the trove of still pho- 
tographs. 

Video — with a giant heavy camera 
perched on some hapless person’s 
shoulder — seems quaint. But the 
relationship between club culture and 
technology becomes increasingly ap- 
parent when you spend any time with 
this exhibit. In the age of social media, 
no one needs professionals to docu- 
ment a look they spent hours getting 
together and which would otherwise 
go unremembered. Bieschke observes 
that his generation all has drawers full 
of “useless pics you took with a dis- 


posable Kodak, and you get a flash of an 
arm with a drink and maybe a face,’ but 
Hawkins says her only competition was 
an older woman named Polly Polaroid 
who sold people pics of themselves for 
five bucks. And while comparatively few- 
er people were out of the closet in 1986 
than today, the ethos around consent has 
shifted dramatically. 

“Tm glad that my antics of a certain age 
weren't put out there in perpetuity,’ Haw- 
kins says. “And I kind of wonder if overex- 
posure makes it less interesting. ... It’s a very 
encapsulated period with a finite number of 
images. People are looking into the camera 
most of the time, and we were very present, 
asking people if they were OK with it.” 

A naughty image that circulated ex- 
clusively in a gay rag in San Francisco was 
fundamentally different from something 
tagged on Facebook that your aunt in 
Indiana can see, too.

drunk people with lots of strobe lights 
and noise is hardly ideal, of course. 
Still, black-and-white film is more 
forgiving than color. Hawkins hada 
Minolta and a “workhorse” Nikon, 
plus she bought 100-foot rolls of bulk 
film to cut costs and even had her own 
photo booth shipped to San Francisco, 
where it took up residence at DNA 
Lounge for 10 years. All the same, it 
wasn't easy. 

“There wasn’t an autofocus,” she 
says. ‘It was all manual, so I would 
crank up the f-stop to get the best 
depth-of-field I possibly could with this 
gigantic Vivitar.”

Iniabasi’s (Eunice Woods) veins has 
turned to ice. She’s been apart from her 
mother Abasiama (Kimberly Scott) for 
30 years, a separation that has stiffened 
her spine. Her mouth, caught in a per- 
petual frown, conveys a lifetime of disap- 
pointment. While living in Nigeria with 
her father, Ukpong, Iniabasi has become 
a distrustful and brittle woman. The 
playwright Mfoniso Udofia arranges a 
mother-and-daughter reunion in Her 
Portmanteau (at A.C.T.’s Strand Theater 
through March 31) and it doesn’t get off 
toa good start. 

Iniabasi spends the better part of 
the play silent, angry, or silently angry. 
Udofia hasn't written a mother-daugh- 
ter melodrama like Mike Leigh’s film 
Secrets and Lies, in which the narrative 
tension depends upon shocking reve- 
lations. Here, Abasiama and Iniabasi 
have corresponded with each other 
over the years. Iniabasi knows that her 
mother stayed in America to finish her 
education and then remarried some- 
one who felt hostile toward a child 
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from her first marriage. But knowing 
that fact didn’t fix the problem that 
her mother was inaccessible. 

At times, Iniabasi speaks in the 
Ibibio language. As a theatrical strat- 
egy, it’s challenging to present to an 
audience a character who’s uncommu- 
nicative or speaking in an unfamiliar 
language. But Udofia is purposeful in 
her approach, to show her character’s 
emotional and linguistic isolation. For 
Iniabasi, these are the long-term con- 
sequences of not having had a moth- 
er. The playwright is even-handed, 
though. Her Portmanteau concerns it- 
self with what reconciliation looks like 
when every family member feels hurt. 
Not only do we see how Abasiama has 
suffered from their estrangement but 
we also see how it has affected her oth- 
er daughter Adiaha (Aneisa Hicks). 

When Iniabasi arrives at the wintry 
New York airport with her suitcase, 
she’s expecting her mother to pick her 
up. But Abasiama has been delayed, 
so Adiaha shows up in her place. In- 
stead of being appreciative or grateful, 
this last-minute change infuriates 
Iniabasi. The tearful reunion scene at 
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Adiaha (Aneisa Hicks) 
argues with Iniabasi 
(Eunice Woods) while 
Abasiama (Kimberly 
Scott, left) watches on 
in Mfoniso Udofia’s Her 
Portmanteau.

the airport is yet another expectation 
that’s been thwarted, in a long line of 
them. After all these decades apart, 
she’s flown across the ocean to see 
her mother only to be greeted by her 
younger sister instead. Resentment 
and envy flash out of Iniabasi’s eyes 
when she sees Adiaha, the American 
daughter who had their mother’s full 
attention. 

Adiaha serves as a corrective to her 
sister's idealization of the American 
life she feels she’s missed out on. She 
tries to accommodate Iniabasi’s posi- 
tion, to tolerate her hostility, her criti- 
cisms, and demands — but soon reach- 
es her limits. It’s Adiaha, not their 
guilt-ridden mother, who must dis- 
abuse Iniabasi of the idea that America 
has been a land of endless opportunity. 
They return to Adiaha’s one-bedroom 
apartment, but Iniabasi was expecting 
to stay in Boston with her mother. She 
doesn’t know that Abasiama’s husband 
Ufot won't allow it (or isn’t psycholog- 
ically well enough to do so). In Nigeria, 
Iniabasi has been spared from her 
mother’s troubled second marriage, 
but she hasn’t imagined the obstacles 


it’s presented for her. 
(Udofia wrote about them 
in a companion play, run- 
boyrun, which ran at the 
Magic Theatre in 2016 and 
represents the third in 
her Udot Cycle, a planned 
series of nine plays. An- 
other, In Old Age, will also 
have a run at the Magic 
beginning on March 27.) 
To have afforded the plane 
ticket from Africa, Abasi- 
ama must have set aside 
money for years. When 
Adiaha mentions the 
exact price of the car she 
rented to pick her up, it 
starts to dawn on Iniabasi 
that her American family 
isn’t living on easy street. 
Abasiama has had a 
pragmatic response to 
the trauma of being sep- 
arated from her daugh- 
ter. She goes to work, 
tends to her children, 
husband, and household. 
After being scolded and 
rebuffed by Iniabasi, 
Adiaha takes her sis- 
ter for a walk so their 
mother can compose 
herself. While they’re 
gone, she notices that 
Iniabasi’s suitcase is the 
same one she emigrated 
to the United States 
with in the 1970s. When 
Abasiama opens it, she’s 
overwhelmed with the 
memory of the choice 
she had to make when 
she was a young woman. 
She hasn’t been a callous 
mother, but she’s kept 
that Pandora’s Box shut 
while her first-born lived 
far away on a distant, 
unreachable continent.

Ash Is Purest White 
Not Rated. 
Opens Friday at the 
Embarcadero Center Cinema. 
The fascination Jia Zhang-Ke demon- 
strated with how China has changed over 
the past two decades in his 2015 Mountains 
May Depart continues with his latest film, 
Ash Is Purest White. In a coal-mining town 
in 2001, Qiao (Zhao Tao) is the lover of 
mob boss Bin (Liao Fan). That their sense of 
what a criminal life entails is derived from 
the movies is established by the use of Sally 
Yeh’s title song from John Woo’s The Killer. 
(If you’ve seen the movie, you'll remember 
the song — and if you haven't seen the 
movie, you really should.) Qiao gets sent to 
prison for firing a gun into the air while de- 
fending Bin against a rival gang, and when 
she’s released, in 2006, she finds the world 
she knew is gone. Ash Is Purest White fol- 
lows Qiao through New Year’s Day of 2018 
as she searches for both Bin and herself in 
a rapidly changing China, and the title is a 
reference to how volcano ash is pure due to 
the high temperature at which it burned. Jia 
Zhang-Ke is fond of using geological pro- 
cesses as a metaphor for inexorable change, 
but unfortunately his pacing gets downright 
glacial at times, especially in the third-act 
dialogue scenes. But the purity of his vision 
cannot be denied. Sherilyn Connelly 


Finding Steve McQueen 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the Presidio 
Theatre. 
What is truth? Is there such a thing as 
justice? Who even was Steve McQueen? 
Mark Steven Johnson’s heist caper Finding 
Steve McQueen considers these questions 
and more. The story is told in 1979 by Har- 
ry Barber (Travis Fimmel), a superfan who 
dresses and styles his hair like McQueen to 
his girlfriend Molly Murphy (Rachael Tay- 
lor), who has just had her hair styled to re- 
semble Blondie’s Debbie Harry. Flashbacks 
recount how on the eve of Watergate in 
1972, Barber joined the crew of Nixon-hat- 
ing gang boss Enzo (William Fichtner) to 
rob a Laguna Niguel bank rumored to house 
some $30 million in Nixon’s dirty-campaign 
funds. FBI agents Howard Lambert (Forest 
Whitaker) and Sharon Price (Lily Rabe) are 
soon on the case, though are stymied by 
being a Black man and a woman respectively 
in the 1972 FBI. Though it has many ele- 
ments associated with post-Tarantino crime 
films, Finding Steve McQueen manages not 
to be an irritating slog like so many others 
of that ilk. Veteran director Johnson knows 
to prioritize his characters instead of his 
own cleverness, while Enzo’s motivating 
anger about bad men like Nixon reaching 
the highest levels of power without being 
punished for their crimes has a resonance 
today. Steve McQueen is gone, and men of 
poor character still get elected President. SC

La Cocina alum Binitha Pradhan Is poised to open her largest Bini's Kitchen yet on Sixth Street, across the street 
from a Nepalese SRO she didn't even know existed.

In spite of her buoyant laugh- 
ter and easy demeanor, Binitha Pradhan 
insists that she is very strict. 

“It’s very important for me what 
goes on in here,” she says. “When I 
come in in the morning, I want to 
know what’s going on. Even the small- 
est piece of food which goes out of this 
kitchen represents [Bini’s].” 

Her staff may not always tell her 
everything outright, but from a quick 
glance at a sauce, she can determine 
what ingredients it might be lacking. 
So how does she know who she can 
trust? From the way they stir. 

“Everybody has their own style, and 
I wanted my stir to be passed down to 
my kitchen managers,’ Pradhan says. 
“They cook with the same style, with 
passion, with love.” 

By way of a counterexample, she 
cites what happens when you have 
a fight with “your better half” while 
cooking and then you can all but taste 
the anger. Instead, she points out her 
smiling, visibly unharried back-of- 
house staff. 

“They’re very zen and they make it 
happen,” she says, with pride. “Each 
and every piece has to have small parti- 
cles of me, like the touch. The way I do 
it, no matter what.” 

Although Bini’s Kitchen serves 
items like a Nepalese burrito, she’s 
mostly famous for one thing: the 
dumplings known as momos. They 
come in lamb, turkey, and vegetable 
varieties, and with this new space, 
Pradhan wants to add bison (a sub- 
stitute for the more traditional water 
buffalo) and yak meat, which she’s 
planning to source from Montana, call- 
ing it “gamey but not too gamey.” Some 
of the staff wear T-shirts that read, 
“No Momos, Mo’ Problems.” 

Getting here has been a long time 
coming. For two years, La Cocina’s 
executive director Caleb Zigas worked 
with Pradhan on finding a space larger 
than the kiosk she has operated at 1 
Post St. for the past several years. (She 
also has a longstanding presence at Off 
the Grid on warm-weather Fridays, 
the Ferry Building on Saturdays, and 
Presidio Picnic on Sundays.) They 
searched neighborhoods from SoMa 
to the Bayview, but her response was 
always the same, a “diplomatic face” 
masking disappointment. Until they 
peeped into 1001 Howard St. in SoMa, 
at the corner of Sixth Street, that is. 
She knew right away it was home. 

When you see the right spot, “it 


speaks to your heart,’ Pradhan says. 
“And this was the spot where | got that 
vibration.” 

She estimates that this Bini’s Kitch- 
en will open in early April. It’s not so 
much a matter of permitting or city 
bureaucracy as internal procedures, 
and she wants to be sure everything 
is ready — particularly as Pradhan is 
looking to hire and train two or three 
more employees specifically to hand- 
roll momos. Murals already adorn 
the walls, detailing her rise through 
La Cocina’s incubator program — a 
figure representing Zigas is there, with 
Pradhan’s son on his shoulders — and 
allegorical scenes from her family and 
from Nepalese culture, plus artifacts 
from the Himalayan nation like the 
god Bhairav. The place is already hum- 
ming. It might be the busiest not-yet- 
open restaurant you ever saw, in fact. 

The kitchen is as open as the 
load-bearing walls allow, giving pa- 
trons a look at the chopping of meat 
and the creation of momos. Pradhan is 
particularly excited about the dried Si- 
chuan peppers known as timur, which 
she puts in her momo sauce with her 
own spices and which will be available 
in a caddy for diners to spice up their 
food. 

“It’s the classic herb from the 
mountains,” she says. “There’s a male 
and female, but the female is pungent, 
aromatic, and strong.” 

The daughter of a chef for the 
former royal family of Nepal and the 
country’s first aeronautical engineer, 
Pradhan’s restaurant is on the ground 
floor of the building that occupies the 
site of the building that had become 
a piece of art. In 1997, Brian Goggin 
took the former Hugo Hotel and add- 
ed warped chairs, bent couches, and 
melting grandfather clocks to its ex- 
terior, as if the furniture were making 
a break for it. Defenestration was only 
supposed to last a year, but it endured 
until 2014 as an icon of a plucky neigh- 
borhood whose human inhabitants — 
many of them SRO-dwellers with little 
living space to call their own — spent a 
lot of time outside. 

While Pradhan is undoubtedly a pil- 
lar of the Nepalese diaspora in the Bay 
Area, she admits that she didn’t know 
that the SRO directly across Sixth 
Street from her forthcoming eatery 
was full of Nepalese people. 

When someone told her they lived 
across from her restaurant, she said, 
“What do you mean, ‘across’? Then he 
told me, “That’s my house!’ Hopefully,

we can have people who [live there 
and| can come over and work.” 

She knows that a lot of her Nepal- 
ese employees send remittances home, 
just as she and her sister support their 
parents, who have developed various 
ailments associated with old age. 
(Pradhan points out that she, too, is an 
employee, so if she doesn’t work, she 
doesn’t get paid.) On top of the pres- 
sure to succeed, for the good of all the 
people who depend on the financial 
support her workers provide, she is 
also a domestic-violence survivor who 
specifically aims to hire women with 
similar experiences. 

But above all, it’s about the food. 
Her stated ambition is always to make 
things her 9-year-old son would eat, 
not just because he’s her son but be- 
cause that makes the food relatable to 
people who may not be familiar with 
the flavor of momos or the effort it 
takes to produce them by hand. While

Pradhan has acquired a beer-and-wine 
license and wants to serve mimosas for 
brunch alongside dishes like deep-fried 
breaded lamb with sweetened yogurt 
— she’s also toying with the idea of 
drag queens — she is adamant that 
Bini’s remain affordable to people in 
the immediate neighborhood. Early on, 
someone smashed the windows, prob- 
ably anticipating a soulless corporate 
tenant would eventually occupy the 
space. Pradhan says she understands. 

“People didn’t know what was 
coming here,” she says. “Hopefully, I 
can open the door for everybody and 
let them enjoy the food. The Nepalese 
community welcomes everybody with 
open arms.”

On good old Taraval Street, right 
between the Inner Sunset and West Portal, 
is one of the city’s quaintest collections of 
diners, dives, and Chinese food. I absolutely 





love it over there. Every corner is laden with 
fresh dumplings, hand-pulled noodles, and 
Szechuan chicken. It’s a tiny village built on 
the foundation of hot-and-sour soup, ma 
po tofu, and bean curd, along with steam- 
ing hot pots and mountains of xiao long 
bao. 

But among Taraval’s menu of deli- 
cious Asian delights is something not 
found on every block. It’s a beefy little 
treat that has earned its way on to my list 
of must-try San Francisco street snacks. 

Onion pancakes can be found at just 
about any Chinese restaurant, and often 
they can be made with beef or pork. 
Shandong Deluxe, on the corner of 21st 
Avenue, has taken this classic and given 
it a little twist. Their $7.95 beef wrap is a 
pancake rolled around stalks of cucum- 
ber, scallion, and sprigs of cilantro. The

basically a hand-held

juicy, thinly sliced beef hugs the lining 
of the doughy spiral, working its way 
into every bite. Each piece is packed 
with crunchy green veggies while the 
beef’s meaty oils bind everything 
together. It’s the perfect savory con- 
coction of chewy and crunchy textures. 
The two hot dog-sized tubes are sliced 
into three pieces each, making them an 
ideal snack for sharing. Crispy, greasy, 
and so damn good, it’s everything I’m 
looking for. 

Shandong Deluxe is a quintessen- 
tial San Francisco Chinese restaurant, 
with a great big menu, but don’t skip 
this beef wrap. You'll thank me later.

Big Changes on 
a Big Block of 
18th Street

The north side of 18th Street 
between Guerrero and Dolores is set to 
see some changes. 

We've already noted that Bi-Rite 
Creamery (3692 18th St.) has been 
closed since March 4 for a planned 
seismic retrofit that’s expected to last 
through most of the spring. Owing to 
a measure shepherded by Sup. Rafael 
Mandelman that allows food business- 
es affected in that way to bypass the 
standard city permitting process to 
open a temporary food truck, people 
can still get salted caramel and snick- 
erdoodle ice cream right out front. (It’s 
solar-powered, too.) 

Next door, Korean restaurant 
Namu Gaji (499 Dolores St.) has 
announced that it, too, will close for 
earthquake-proofing. Dinner service 
will cease on Thursday, March 14, 
with lunch continuing through the 
weekend, although catering and Caviar 
orders will continue — as will Namu 
Stonepot on Divisadero Street and 
Namu Street Food at the Ferry Build- 
ing. Beyond the structural-engineering 
business, Namu’s chef de cuisine Mark 
Zawiski is getting married and now the 
staff can all go. 

At the opposite end of the block, 
the imposing building that has been 
home to Yuzuki (598 Guerrero St.) 
since 2011 will become a spinoff of 
Aaron London’s four-year-old, veg- 
gie-centric restaurant AL's Place. Al- 
though famed for its Hokkaido squid 
with house-made yuzu mayo, Yuzuki 
has been a fairly quiet presence for 
the better part of this decade, and

Chow on Church 
Closes 


Chow on Church has abruptly 
closed. In a Facebook post, the own- 
ers posted an oddly cheery message 
with very little explanation, citing the 
“kindness and support” from their 
neighbors and patrons over the past 22 
years. What we do know is that there 
was no squabbling with the landlord. 

However, this comes two years after 
the Park Chow location on Ninth Av- 
enue shuttered with very little notice 
as well, causing much consternation 
among long-term employees who were 
blindsided by the turn of events. A 
short-lived Chow Oakland only made 
it about eight months, closing last Oc- 
tober. The only remaining Chow is in 
Lafayette, where it appears to be doing 
a solid business. 

Apart from the loss of a mid-tier 
neighborhood institution with a patio 
and a great Thai chicken salad, it comes 
shortly aftr the closure of Aardvark 
Books at 227 Church St. That area is 
absolutely bursting with commercial 
vacancies, among them Church Street 
Flowers, Chilango, Azteca Taqueria, 
Crepevine, and the much-missed 24- 
hour diner Sparky’s, which closed un- 
der strange circumstances in February 
2016. Among brunch-y spots, Home 
and Letitia’s closed a few years before 
that. The entire Castro is filled with 
empty storefronts, but Church Street 
has been particularly hard hit. 

Every restaurant would love to be 
known as a gathering place, but Chow 
truly was. It was a Wednesday-Sun- 
day kind of spot, relaxed and full of 
comfort foods, and working there as 
a server was practically a rite of pas- 
sage for a certain generation of Castro 
guys. Blueberry pancakes, big bowls of 
pasta, eggs benedict — Chow served 
the things you can get anywhere, but 
between the patio and the all-day 
breakfast, it had that special X factor 
that made you want to go there specif- 
ically. While it wasn’t going to win any 
awards, it’s exactly the kind of mid- 
range spot that’s fast disappearing — 
and yeah, technically it was a wine bar, 
too. RIP, Chow. PLK

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Keeping Them Guessing 


Baroness

“T think this new record, is by 
far, the most extreme thing we’ve ever 
done. I mean, this is going to be really, re- 
ally over the top.” 

Those are the words of John Dyer 
Baizley, the fire-breathing vocalist and 
expert axe-shredder of sludge-rock 
all-stars Baroness. During their 16- 
year existence, the Savannah band has 
righteously earned a reputation as one 
of the most revered practitioners of 
heavy metal. So any suggestion that 
they’re going to pursue “extreme” 
measures immediately conjures up 
thoughts of guitars, bass, drums, and 
vocals all cranked up to outrageous 
levels. Yet Baroness has earned their 
considerable plaudits by consistently 
and earnestly ducking expectations 
— their next move is rarely the one 
plotted out by the masses. 

After finding widespread success 
with the release of Yellow & Green, a 
sprawling two-album masterclass in 
ambitious, progressive-heavy metal, 
Baroness followed in 2015 with Purple. 
(They have a thing for color: Every full- 
length album is named after one, and 
Baizley is a prolific visual artist who 
has designed Art Nouveau album art 
and T-shirts for numerous other acts.) 
A relatively restrained 10-song collec- 
tion that includes two wordless num- 
bers, Purple was produced by David 


Fridmann, an indie-rock auteur known 
mostly for spearheading dream-pop 
albums from The Flaming Lips and 
Mercury Rev. Not exactly the type of 
name you'd associate with Kerrang! 
magazine. 

“With every record, we will always 
figure out some critical element that 
we can identify with and are aware 
that we can control — and then we will 
ignore it,” says Baizley, whose group 
plays the UC Theatre on Saturday night 
with one-time local heroes Deafheaven 
as part of a dream co-headlining tour. 
“It’s all part of an effort to push our 
sound forward and to avoid being rep- 
etitious.” 

In a career full of bold moves, 
ditching the blueprint of success for 
Purple could be the bravest decision 
to date for Baroness. An album full of 
smoldering pathos — an uncommon 
virtue in metal circles — Purple fear- 
lessly explored the ramifications of 
physical, spiritual, and emotional pain, 
a theme many listeners attributed to a 
near-fatal van accident that almost de- 
railed the band’s career. (Baizley never 
confirmed that the album was about 
that event, although he has credited 
Metallica’s James Hetfield with helping 
him recover.) 

The songs on the album were in- 
tense, but not aggressive, creations 
that deftly explored moments of 
frustration and desperation without 





tipping over to unbridled anger. It was 

the group’s creative acme, as well. Pur- 

ple was beloved by critics and ended up 
unexpectedly nabbing a Grammy nom- 
ination for Best Metal Performance for 
“Shock Me.” 

Baizley — the only remaining 
founding member of Baroness — has 
been understandably cagey about the 
new album. For the past two years, the 
group has been dutifully writing and 
recording it, helping to blend in new 
guitarist Gina Gleason into the cre- 
ative process. Baizley said it was essen- 
tial that the band coalesced seamlessly, 
both onstage and in the studio, before 
bringing the new songs out to light. 
Baizley says the group has finished 
recording and mastering the album, 
but he is not ready to commit to any 
release date yet. 

However, on March 8, the group 
issued a 15-second preview from one 
of the upcoming tracks — and on 
March 12, they announced that the 
new album would be titled Gold & Grey 
(keeping with their chromatic motif). 
Baizley has yet to announce a release 
date, though. 

“This will sound a little reserved, 
but I can say the record will come out 


as soon as it possibly can,” Baizley says. 


When speaking of the new record, 
Baizley continually touches upon 
the need for the band to explore new 
boundaries, and as mentioned above,

that could mean anything for Baroness. 
The group’s early work featured plenty 
of Baizley’s husky growl, technically 
peerless guitar work, and chugging, beefy 
rhythm section — elements essential to 
their metal roots. Those albums can be 
held in esteem as embodiments of the 
genre, but by the time they made Yellow 
& Green, Baroness was eager to truly test 
their breaking point. That album fea- 
tured lamenting acoustic bar numbers, 
ambient soundscapes, and disorienting 
synth-indebted pieces to complement 
the usual assortment of breakneck rock 
songs. 

Purple continued that progression, 
blurring the lines ever more between 
more accessible classic rock songs, 
traditional metal sounds, and outré, in- 
die-inflected creations. The newest album 
might continue in that exploratory vein 
or mark a return to their thrashier halcy- 
on days. Neither direction would come as 
a surprise — since surprise is the founda- 
tional element of Baroness. 

“Tm pretty much scared of every- 
thing we do, and when there is a healthy 
amount of fear, I think that’s usually a 
signifier that we’re in good shape,’ Bai- 
zley says. “We have to do the thing that 
feels right to us, that moves us internally 
— even if it’s a little frightening.” 

That independent streak is what 
truly sets Baroness apart from their 
contemporaries (a spirit of uncon- 
ventionality matched perhaps only by 
their tourmates, Deafheaven). Metal 
music is beloved by its devotees, but 
those followers tend to be dismissive 
or critical of any efforts that stray from 
the sounds and structures that define 
the genre’s foundations. Bands that 
are exploratory and boundless can be 
ostracized as apostates. Baroness has 
never shied away from being different, 
however. 

“We want to play music so bad, and 
we need to be free to creatively express 
ourselves, whenever and wherever,’ 
Baizley says. “We don’t tend to concern 
ourselves with all the rest.” 

That philosophy is how you can tout 
an “extreme” record with no one really 
knowing what “extreme” could be. 
Whether the dial is turned all the way 
up, all the way down, or removed alto- 
gether, Baroness will find a new way to 
deliver its potent message.

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THE SINS OF THE GRANDFATHER

My grandfather was a pillar of the community 
and beloved by his family. He was also sexually abu- 
sive. He died when I was a child. I remember only one 
incident happening to me—during a cuddle session, 
he encouraged me to put my mouth on his penis, 
and then told me to let it be our little secret. I heard 
rumors as an adult that he molested other kids in 
the neighborhood. He also had a sexual relationship 
with my mother. She says nothing happened as a 
child. But as an adult, he started telling her he loved 
her in a romantic way. He told her he wanted to take 
nude Polaroids of her, and she let him. And she loved 
him—she and her sisters all pretty much idolized 
him. My one aunt knew (she said nothing happened 
to her), and I asked her how she reconciled that. She 
said she compartmentalized it—she thought he was 
a wonderful father and didn’t really think about the 
other stuff. I did lots of therapy in the late 1980s and 
early 90s. I read books, I journaled, I talked to my 
mom and tried to understand what she experienced. 
And I moved on as much as anyone could. So now it’s 
2019 and I'm almost 50. My mom just moved into a 
nursing home, and while cleaning out her drawers, 

I found the Polaroids my grandfather took of her. I 
know it was him because he is in some of them, taken 
into a mirror as she goes down on him. They were 
taken over a period of years. She had led me to be- 
lieve he never really did anything sexual with her be- 
sides taking photos. But he did. And here's the thing, 
Dan: In the photos, she looks happy. I know she was 
probably acting, because that's what he wanted from 
her. But it just makes me question my assumptions. 
Was it terrible abuse or forbidden love? Both? What 
am I looking at? What would I prefer—that she 
enjoyed it or that she didn’t? She kept the photos. 
Were they fond memories? I know she loved him. 

She kind of fell apart when he died. Was he a fucking 
manipulator who had a gift for making his victims 
feel loved and special as he exploited them for his own 
selfish needs? I don’t know if I'm going to bring this 
up with my mom. She's old and sick, and I dragged 
her through these types of conversations in my 20s. 
So I’m writing you. This is so far out of most people’s 
experience, and I want someone who has heard more 
sexual secrets than probably anyone else in the world 
to tell me what he thinks. 

Whirlwind Of Emotions 


I think you should sit down and watch all four 
hours of Leaving Neverland, the new HBO documen- 
tary by British filmmaker Dan Reed. It focuses on the 
experiences of Wade Robson and James Safechuck, 
two now-adult men who were sexually abused by pop 
star Michael Jackson when they were boys. Allegedly. 
It’s an important film to watch, WOE, but it’s not an 
easy one to watch, as it includes graphic descriptions 
of the sexual abuse both men claim to have suffered 
as boys. 

The second most disturbing part of the film after 
the graphic descriptions of child rape—or the third 
most disturbing part after the credulity/culpability 
of Robson's and Safechuck’s parents—may be what 
the men have to say about Jackson. Both describe 
their abuser in romantic terms. They both say they 
loved Jackson. And they both remain deeply con- 
flicted about their feelings for Jackson then and 
their feelings for him now. It was their affection for 
Jackson—their desire to protect him and to safe- 
guard what Jackson convinced them was a secret 
and a bond they shared—that led both men to lie to 
law-enforcement officials when Jackson was accused 
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You should also listen to Reed's interview on The 
Gist, Mike Pesca’s terrific daily podcast. Reading youi 
letter the morning after I watched Leaving Neverlan 
reminded me of something Reed said to Pesca: “What 
film is about is the reckoning. It’s two families coming 
terms with what happened to their sons. And a big pe 
of understanding that, you know—so why the silence 
Why did the sons keep silent for so long? Why did the 
keep the secret? And the key really is to be able to exp 
why Wade gave false witness and perjured himself or. 
witness stand. And the reason for that, of course, has 
do with how survivors of sexual abuse experience tha 
And how they keep a secret and how they sometimes 
form deep attachments with the abuser and how thai 
attachment persists into adult life.” 

Your mother, like Robson and Safechuck, lied to 
protect her abuser, aman who abused her and abusec 
you and probably many others. She may have held on 
those photos for the same reason Robson and Safecht 
say they defended Jackson: She loved her father, and 
was so damaged by what he did to her—she had beer 
expertly groomed by her abuser—that she felt “loved 
and “special” in the same way that Jackson's alleged 
abuse once made Robson and Safechuck feel loved an 
special. So as horrifying as it is to contemplate, WOE 
your mother may have held on to those photos becaus 
they do represent what are, for her, “fond memories.” 
And while it would be a comfort to think she held on t 
those photos as proof for family members who doubte 
her story if she ever decided to tell the truth, her past 
fenses of her father work against that explanation. 

Leaving Neverland demonstrates that sexual abu 
plants a ticking time bomb inside a person—shit, so1 
no passive language. Leaving Neverland demon- 
strates that sexual predators like your grandfathe 
and like Jackson—fucking manipulators with a gi 
for making their victims feel loved and special—p 
ticking time bombs in their victims. Even if a victi 
doesn’t initially experience their abuse as a violati 
and as violence, WOE, a reckoning almost inevita. 
comes. One day, the full horror of what was done 
them snaps into focus. These reckonings can shatt 
lives, relationships, and souls. 

It doesn’t sound like your mother ever had her 
reckoning—that day never came for her—and so 
she never came to grips with what was done to he: 
and, tragically, what was done to you. And your a: 
wasn't the only member of your family who “didn’ 
really think about the other stuff.” Just as denial 
and compartmentalization enabled Jackson and 
facilitated his crimes (and allowed the world to en 
Jackson's music despite what was staring us all in 
the face), denial and compartmentalization allow 
your “pillar of the community” grandfather to rap 
his daughter, his granddaughter, and scores of other c 
dren. Like Robson and Safechuck, WOE, you have ar 
to be angry with the adults in your family who failed 
protect you from a known predator. That some of ther 
were also his victims provides context, but it does not 
exonerate them. 

I'm glad your grandfather died when you were you 
It’s tempting to wish hed never been born, WOE, but 
then you would never have been born, and Im glad 
you're here. I'm particularly glad you're there, right 
now, embedded in your damaged and damaging fami 
By telling the truth, you're shattering the silence that 
allowed an abuser to groom and prey on children acre 
multiple generations of your family. Your grandfathei 
cant victimize anyone else, WOE, but by speaking 
up—by refusing to look the other way—you've made 
harder for other predators to get away with what you 
grandfather did.
